Ranking  world-wide  as  the  great- 
es^of  itj^kind,  the  Roth  string  quar- 
tst'will  provide  one  of  the  high- 
lights of  the  summer  school  music 
season  with  its  three  day  concert 
appearance  here,  Wednesday, 
Thursday,  and  Friday,  June  21,  22, 
23.  Each  concert  will  begin  at  8:15 
p.  m.,  although  whether  in  College 
Mall  or  the  Provo  tabernacle,  has 
not  been  definitely  decided  yet. 

Summer  school  students  will  be 
admitted  to  the  series  without 
charge. 

The  Roth  quartet  is  preeminent 
among  chamber  music  groups  of 
the  world,  and  in  its  last  Provo 
appearance,  three  years  ago,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  university  ly- 
ceum  committee,  it  received  enthus- 
iastic praise  from  all  critics. 

In  the  membership  of  the  Roth 
quartet  burns  the  musical  fire  of 
the  Hungarian  race,  for  each  player 
is  Hungarian  born.  Feri  Roth,  foun- 
der, plays  first  violin;  Jeno  Antal  is 
second  violin;  Ferenc  Molnar  plays 
viola;  and  Janos  Scholz,  is  cellist, 
Each  is  considered  a skillful  artist 
on  his  own  instrument.

The  present  Jewish  question,  re- 
lated to  “Religion  and  World  Pro- 
gress’’, will  be  the  subject  of  a 
lecture  by  Rabbi  David  H.  Wice  of 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  who  will  appear 
here  July  12.  One  of  a series  of  lec- 
tures sponsored  by  the  university 
during  the  summer,  the  talk  by  Rab- 
bi Wice  will  be  open  to  all  students 
of  the  summer  term,  according  to 
Dr.  A.  C.  Lambert,  dean. 

Rabbi  Wice  has  been  Rabbi  in 
Omaha  since  1933,  received  his  A. 
B.  and  M.  A.  from  Washington  and 
Lee  university,  and  his  BH.L.  and 
rabbinical  degrees  from  the  Hebrew 
Union  college  in  Cincinnati.  He 
was  Howard  Huston  Fellow  in  ed- 
ucation at  Washington  and  Lee  uni- 
versity in  1927  and  1928. 

’’Rabbi  Wice  is  one  of  the  more 
brilliant  of  the  younger  Rabbinate 
whom  we  have  been  fortunate  in 
having  as  one  of  our  speakers,’’ 
stated  Gilbert  Frank  Schamberg, 
secretary  of  the  Jewish  Chautauqua 
society  in  a communication  to  Dr. 
Lambert.  “He  has  lectured  in 
Minneosta,  Ohio  and  Colorado,  with 
astounding  success,  and  we  feel 
sure  that  Brigham  Young  univer- 
sity will  be  equally  enthusiastic.

Architect’s  plans  for  the  new  uni- 
versity chapel  and  religious  educa- 
tion center  were  approved  at  a 
meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees 
held  June  7. 

Fred  L.  Markha.n  of  Provo  was 
selected  as  architect  by  the  board. 

A building  committee  to  supervise 
construction  of  the  new  chapel  was 
appointed  by  the  board.  It  includes 
Herald  R.  Clark,  dean  of  the  col- 
lege of  commerce;  J.  Wyley  Ses- 
sions, professor  of  religious  educa- 
tion and  director  of  religious  activ- 
ities; and  Wm.  H.  Snell,  associate 
professor  of  mechanic  arts. 

The  building  as  approved  provid- 
es for  an  auditorium  with  seating 
capacity  for  1200  persons  in  the 
main  body  of  the  hall,  and  400  ad- 
ditional on  the  stage.  Adjoining  the 
main  auditorium  will  be  an  amuse- 
ment hall  in  which  500  more  may 
be  seated. 

A reception  room  and  lobby  in 
the  religious  center  will  also  be 
adaptable  to  provide  seating  for 
300  persons.  In  addition  the  build- 
ing will  contain  18  class  rooms,  14 
offices,  and  a party  and  banquet 
room. 

Location  of  the  new  building  will 
be  on  the  upper  campus  to  the  east 
of  the  Heber  J.  Grant  library  and 
the  George  H.  Brimhali  building. 

Construction  of  the  chapel  will  be 
accomplished  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  church  welfare  organization. 
It  is  expected  that  the  construction 
will  require  approximately  15 
months  for  completion. 


423  Register 
At  Summer  Term 

A total  of  423  students  had  reg- 
istered Thursday  for  the  first  term 
of  summer  session,  it  was  revealed 
by  John  E.  Hayes,  registrar.  A 
large  number  of  others  have  obtain- 
ed registration  cards  but  have  not 
completed  their  enrollment  during 
the  week,  he  said. 

The  enrollment  figure  is  expected 
to  be  increased  considerably  by  the 
end  of  the  week. 

Twelve  states  and  two  foreign 
countries  were  represented  by  the 
students  enrolling  Monday.  These 
include  Utah,  Idaho,  Wyoming,  Col- 
orado, Arizona,  Nevada,  California, 
Washington,  Arkansas,  New  Mexi- 
co, North  Carolina,  and  New  York, 
in  the  United  States,  and  Chihua- 
hua, Mexico,  and  Alberta,  Canada.

Dr.  Harding,  Noted  Traveler  and  Scientific 
Author  To  Address  Monday  Morning  Assembly 


First  lecture  attraction  of  sum- 
mer school  will  be  a talk  by  Dr.  A. 
M.  Harding,  pominent  American 
astronomer  and  mathematician,  at 
11:30  a.  m.  Monday  in  College  hall. 

Dr.  Harding  is  widely  known  as 
a writer  and  speaker  on  astronomi- 
cal and  educational  subjects.  Dur- 
ing recent  years  he  has  delivered 
moe  than  1,300  of  his  travelogs  and 
lectures  on  elementary  science  and 
modern  education  in  46  different 
states  and  Canadian  provinces. 

As  an  author,  Dr.  Harding  has 
written  many  magazine  articles  and 
newspaper  features,  has  contribut- 
ed to  American  and  European  sci- 
entific journals,  and  is  co-author 
of  four  textbooks  in  mathematics  as 
follows:  “Plane  Trigonometry,” 

“College  Algebra,”  “Analytic  Ge- 
ometry,” and  an  additional  book  on 
trigonometry. 

His  hobby  is  astronomy.  In

presenting  his  materials,  he  uses 
non-technical  language  and  has 
proved  exceedingly  popular  with 


audiences  in  every  section  of  the 
United  States.  For  three  years  he 
wrote  a weekly  feature  for  the  Sun- 
day magazine  section  of  a large  mid- 
eastern  newspaper  and  for  several 
years  deliver  a weekly  radio  lecture 
on  the  same  subject.  He  has  re- 
cently written  a book,  “Astronomy 
— The  Splendor  of  the  Heavens 
Brought  Down  to  Earth,”  which  is 
now  in  its  fourth  printing. 

He  received  his  Doctor  of  Phil- 
osophy degree  from  University  of 
Chicago,  and  has  been  a member 
of  University  of  Arkansas  faculty 
since  1905.  Scientific  and  scolar- 
ship  organizations  to  which  he  be- 
longs include  the  American  As- 
tronomical society;  American  As- 
sociation for  the  Advancement  of 
Science;  .American  Mathematical 
society;  Mathematical  Association 
of  .America;  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  and 
Sigma  Xi.

born  will  speak  Monday  on  the  sub- 
ject, “What  is  the  Democratic 
Ideal  in  Education?”  and  on  Tues- 
day will  speak  on  “Materials  suit- 
able for  teaching  Social  Sciences  to 
Adults.” 

Dr.  Frey  will  lecture  to  the  gen- 
eral assembly  on  Tuesday  on  the 
subject,  “What  can  'Social  Science’ 
and  ‘Teaching  Social  Science’  mean 
properly  to  Teachers  in  Public  Sec- 
ondary and  Elementary  Schools.” 

In  an  interview  Tuesday  Dr. 
Lambert  stressed  the  fact  that  the 
conference  is  aiming  at  mass  par- 
ticipation rather  than  at  lectures 
alone.  The  round  table  discussions, 
panels  and  unusual  reports  of  actual 
experimental  work  being  done  by 
Utah  teachers  will  occupy  most  of 
the  time,  according  to  Dean  Lamb- 
ert. 

In  addition  to  the  activities  of  the 
conference  itself,  the  university  will 
present  a general  lecture  for  all  stu- 
dents and  faculty  in  College  Hall  at 
11:30  on  Monday  and  Wednesday  of 
the  conference  week.  Dr.  A.  M. 
Harding  of  the  University  of  Ar- 
kansas will  speak  on  “Exploring 
the  Wonders  of  the  Universe”  on 
Monday,  and  on  Wednesday,  James 
Nuttall,  president  of  Snow  college, 
will  speak  on  “Problems  of  the  Jun- 
ior Colleges  in  Utah.”

The  large  per- 
centage of  school  teachers  in  the 
enrollment  of  the  summer  session 
at  Brigham  Young  university,  and 
the  fact  that  the  schools  are  the 
largest  users  of  the  aids,  combine 
to  make  the  series  valuable.

Frosh  Pens  New 
Shorthand  Record 

Unique  distinction  of  being  the 
first  student  at  B.  Y.  U.  to  reach 
the  shorthand  dictation  speed  of  175 
words  a minute  has  been  won  by 
Richmond  M.  Anderson  of  Rich- 
field, it  is  announced  by  Harry  W. 
Sundwall,  instructor  in  office  prac- 
tice. 

This  record  is  exceedingly  re- 
markable in  view  of  the  fact  that 
Mr.  Anderson  is  only  a freshman 
student  and  this  is  but  his  second 
year  of  class  study  in  shorthand,” 
Mr.  Sundwall  said.  “Few  students 
ever  attain  this  mark,  which  is 
that  required  of  candidates  for  court 
reporting.” 

The  official  test  consisted  of  five 
minutes  dictation  of  Congressional 
record  material  issued  by  Gregg 
Publishing  Company.  Judges  were 
Evan  M.  Croft  of  the  office  practice 
department,  Mary  H.  Smeath  of  the 
extension  division,  and  Mr.  Sund- 
wall. 

With  less  than  half  the  permitted 
errors,  the  students  transcription, 
was  virtually  perfect,  Mr.  Sundwall 
said.  Mr.  Anderson  had  passed  the 
tests  of  140  and  160  words  per 
minute  earlier  this  year. 

Three  commercial  scholarships 
amounting  to  more  than  a year’s 
tuition  at  the  university,  were  won 
by  Mr.  Anderson,  a former  student 
at  Richfield  high  school  in  the  B. 
Y.  U.  commercial  contest  a year 
ago.  Mr.  Sundwall,  who  was  also 
the  students  instructor  in  high  scho- 
ol, states  that  Mr.  Anderson  will 
probably  take  his  200-word  short- 
hand test  soon.
